as all former Ages can hardly Match, and future Ages will as 
hardly believe. ] bore my Part in that Perſecution, and therefore 
have 4 Right to engage in the Quarrel; being mobb'd and inſulted 
(tho? a ſilent Spettator) by the Doctor's Female Proſelytes in the 
moſt brutiſh and outragious Manner, and tho I jointed to the 
Church-Bible in my own Defence, and reminded them of that 
ax as Canon, I ſuffer not a Woman to ſpeak in the 
Church. | ; 


Jo reckon up all the other Provocations, which I have receiv'd

ber, I have had my Life thrice attempted in a Villanous Manner, or 
by Way of Aſſaſſination : Thrice that I know of, and how muck

of Hearts, who will bring to light the hidden Things of 
I have had as many or more attempts upon my Livelihood. 
This Time two Tears I ſaw a Letter from one of the Secre- 
tarys, (who yet had been many Tears my School-fellow) with 4 
Grant of my Place to another, deſiring the Great Man in the 
Law ta whom it was directed, if the draught were not right 
ro mend it, or make 4 nem one; which, if I underſtand either 
Lam or Equity, is in Effect to hang a Man firſt and try him after- 
wards: Aud had Sir Robert Wright; or Sir R. Sawyer been 
in the ſame Poſt, I had loſt my Freeheld in all likelyhood, without 
ſo much as a Tryal, or what is worſe, had ſpent ſome ſcores of

Jeagues. . *Tis none of my Buſineſs (as it lies quite out of 
my Faculty) to criticize upon the other Parts of the Piece, 
Which appear d to me very Coarſe and Clumſey ; eſpecially 
the Face of our Bleſſed Saviour, if it were drawn by any 
Rule, it muſt be that of the Prophet, He hath no Form | © 
nor Comlineſs in bim: and when we ſhall. ſee him, there is no 
Beauty that we ſhould deſire him. And his Purple Habit (if 
it were not deſign'd as a demonſtrative Proof of Epiſcopacy, 
which we know is the Biſhops Colour in their Liveries,

penly in the Church at their Inſtitution to any Benefice or 
Cure of Souls) as containing ſound and profitable Doctrine. 
And what their Senſe is of the Matter in Hand is ſuffici- 
ently ſhewn in the following Collection, tho? much more 
might be added to the ſame Effect.

The 2d Part of the Sermon againſt Peril of IAolatry. L 
FE” IP HANTUS Biſhop of Salamine in Cyprus, a very 


Holy and Learned Man, who lived in Theadoſius the 


Emperor's Time, above three hundred and ninety Years 
after our Saviour Chrift's Aſcenſion; writeth thus to Fobr: 
Patriarch of Jeruſalem : 1 entred (faith Epiphanius) into 4 


certain Church to pray; ¶ found there a Linen Cloth hanging 


in the Church Door, painted, and having in it the Image of 
Chriſt, as it were, or of ſome other Saint, (for I remember not 
well whoſe Image it was) therefore when I did ſee the Image of 
a Man banging in the Church of Chriſt, contrary to the Au- 
thority of the Scriptures ;, I did tear it, and gave Counſel to the 
Keepers of the Church, that they ſhould wind a poor Man that 
was dead in the ſaid Cloth, and ſo bury him. Ad} 

And afterwards the fame Epiphanius, ſending another 


unpainted Cloth, for that painted one which he had torn, 


to 
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to the ſaid Patriarch, writeth thus: I pray you, will the Elders 
of that Place to receive this Cloth which I have ſent by the Bear- 


take away ſuch Scrupuloſity, which is unfitting for the Church 
ef Chriſt, and offenſive to the People committed to your Charge, 
And this Epiſtle, as. worthy to be read of many, did 
St. Jerom himſelf tranſlate into the Latin Tongue. And 
that you may know that St. Jerom had this Holy and Lear- 
ned Biſhop Epiphanius in moſt high Eſtimation, and there- 
fore did tranſlate this Epiſtle as a Writing of Authority, 
hear what a Teſtimony the ſaid St. Ferom giveth him in 
another Place, in his Treatiſe againſt the Errors of John 
Biſhop of ye where he hath theſe Words: Thou 
haſt (ſaith St. Jerom) * Pope Epiphanius, which doth open- 
ly in his Letter call thee an Heretic. Surely thou art not to 
be refered before him, neither for Age, nor Learning, nor 
Godlineſs of Life, nor by the Teſtimony of the whole World. 
And ſhortly after, in the ſame Treatiſe, ſaith St. Jerom, 
Biſhop Epiphanius was ever of ſo' great Veneration and Eſti- 
mation, that Valens the Emperor, who was a great Perſecutor, 
did not ever touch him. For Hereticks, being Princes, thought 
it their Shame, if they ſhould perſecute ſuch a notable Man, 
And in the Tripartite Eccleſiaſtical Hiftory, the ninth Book 
and forty eighth Chapter, is teſtified, that Epiphanius be- 
ing yet alive, did work Miracles, &c. W 
Thus you ſee what Authority St. Jerom, and that moſt 
Antient Hiſtory; give unto the Holy and Learned Biſhop 
Epiphanius, whoſe Judgment of Images in Churches and 
Temples, then beginning by ſtealth to creep in, is worthy 
HVirſt, He judged it contrary to Chriſtian Religion, and 
the Authority of the Scriptures, to have any Images in 
Chriſta Church, oo no hone e 
Secondly, He rejected not only Carved, Graven, and 
Molten Images, but alſo Painted Images out of Chriſt's 
Church. 264; FV 


Al notable Biſbops were then called Popes. 
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er, and command them, that from henceforth no ſuch painted 
Cloth, contrary to our e Ap be hanged in the Church of Chriſt. 
For it becometh your Goodneſs rather to have this Care, that you

Where they ſay, that Images, ſo they be not Wor- 


ſhipped, as Things indifferent, may be tolerable in Tem- 


ples and Churches, we infer and ſay for the Adverſative, 


that all our Images of God, our Saviour Chriſt, and his 
Saints, publickly ſet up in Temples and Churches, places 


appointed to the true Worſhipping of God, be not 
Things indifferent, nor tolerable ; but againſt God's Law 
and Command ment for that it is impoſſible that Ima- 


ges of God, Chriſt, or his Saints, can be ſuffered (eſpe- 


cially in Temples and Churches) any while or Space, 
without worſhipping of them : And that Idolatry, which 


is moſt abominable before God, cannot poſſibly be eſca- 


ped and avoided without the aboliſhing and Deſtruction 
of Images and Pictures in Temples and Churches, an in- 
{eparable Accident, (as they term it;) fo that Images in 
Churches and Idolatry go always both together; and that 
therefore the one cannot be avoided, except the other, 


(eſpecially in all publick Places) be deſtroyed. Where 


fore, to make the Images, and publickly to ſet them up in 
the Temples and Churches, places appointed to the Ser- 
vice of God, is to make Images to the uſe of Religion, and 


not only againſt this Precept, Thou ſhalt make no manner of 


Images, but againſt this alſo, Thou ſhalt not bow down to 
them, nor Worſhip them. For they, being fer up, have been, 
be, and ever will be Worſhipped, Et The

The next Authority I ſhall have Recourſe to for learn- 
ing the true Senſe of the Church of England is that of the 
very Learned Biſhop of Lincoln Dr. Tho.

Upon Pretence of adorning and beautifying the Church, 
ſome of the Parifhioners did; 1. Waſh our all the Sen- 
tences of Sctipture formerly writ upon all the Walls, 
2. Then without the Approbation or General Conſent 
of the Pariſh, they ſet up the Images of Five or Six of 
the Apoſtles; which giving great Offence, they procur'd 
an Order from the Deputy Chancellor of Lincoln to ap- 
prove, and confirm what they had done, and authorize 
them to ſet up (as they were pleas'd to call them) More 
Effigies. 3. By this Order and Authority they fer up 
the Images of Thirteen Apoſtles, St. Paul being one; 
the Image of Peter they plac'd above the Ten Command- 
ments, and that of Faul above the King's Arms, and 
the Hely Ghoſt in the Form of a Dove over them; and 
(in Contempt of the Tranſlation of the Bible approved 
and received in the Church of England, and in Compli- 
ance with the Erroneous and Ridiculous Vulgar Latin) 
they picture Moſes with Horns Quit as it was at Mhite- 
Chappel) where they are ſo large and prominent, that if 
they were not ſtraight, one would ſuſpect the Draught 
kad been borrowed from ſome of the Horned Beaſts of 
the Place, in Which they are well known to abound. 
Ex. 34. 30, 35. In the Vulgar Latin, *tis Facies Moſis 
erat cornuta: Whereas the Papiſts own moſt Learned 
Tranſlators (Arias Moutauus and Pagnine) are aſham'd | 
of it; and as our Engliſh truly has it, render it reſplendebat, 
aut promicabat Facies Moſis, was reſplendent or conſpicuous. 
4. When chey had done all this, they did (ex poſt Fatto)

ſafely appeal, whether the only Wiſe God is like to be 
pleas'd with ſuch Toys and Gewgaws as we commonly

frupt Nature inclines us to relapſe into Paganiſm or Ju- 


daiſm, i. e. to be led and affected in Matters of Religion, 
as well as common Life, wholly by our Senſes, (the 
Source of all Superſtition and Idolatry) yet if we conſult 
our inbred Notions and Ideas, we cannot but ſet to our 


Seal that tis true which the Apoſtle delivers, As 17. 29. 


as the Sum of Natural Religion: Foraſmuch then as we 


* the Ofiſpring of God, . onght not to think; that the 
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God head is like to Gold or Silver, or Stone graven by Art 
and Mans Device ; as alſo that of St. Stephen, Acts J. 48. 
Howbeit the Moſt High dwelleth not in Temples made with 
Hands, as ſaith the Prophet, Heaven is my Throne, and 
Earth is my Footſtool. There ought indeed to be a large 
and decent Place ſet apart for the Worſhip of God (if 
our Circumſtances will admit) but I humbly conceive, 
that Decency may be well confin'd to good Wainſcote, Free- 
ſtone and Plaiſter; all beyond that borders upon Pride 
and Prodigality, if not Superſtition: For as I have gene- 


rally obſerv'd, that a Fop is certainly a Coxcomb, and 


he that ſtudies Dreſs, is capable of, however diſpos'd 
to the ſtudying little elſe : So thoſe who are much for 
Shew and Finery, and lay a great Streſs on the Outſide of 
Religion, if they are not Hypocrites, are Bigots at the beſt, 

and I ſhould greatly wonder if the Root of the Matter he 
found in them. A ſerious perſon cannot but expect from 
a Wile, Holy and Jealous God that Reply to all ſuch ſu- 
pernumerary Ornaments and Trinkets; 1/a. 1. 12. When 
ye come to appear before me, Who hath required this at your 
Hands, to tread my Courts? And to imagine that we can 
contrive ſome quaint Mode or Nicety that will rakE with 
God, and win his Favour, tho* without any Order or 
Preſcription from him, only upon the Score of that Ca- 
non, Let all Things be done decently and in Order ; which 
certainly looks no farther than the General Circumſtances 

of Time and Place, is as great a piece of Inſolence, like 


that of Jeroboam, 1 Kings 12. 33. The Month he deviſed 


of his own Heart, and (I may term it Saucineſs in 
their own Dialect) as Man can be guilty of. But to fer 
up Images and Pictures, (for whether in releivo or not, 
Whether prominent or flat, does not alter the Caſe) is a 
downright Breach of the Second Commandment, which 
the Papiſts are ſo cunning as quite to lay aſide, knowing 
it ſtares them ſo full in the Face, that they cannot with 
any good Grace (as in the Doctor's fooliſh Altar-piece) 
look upon both together; ſee the Precept and the wilful 
Breach of it at one Point of View.

Scholar there, a Peice of Tapeltry was rhought, (and fo 
it was certainly) Ornament enough of Conlcience, but 
now there is (and 1 narrowly obterv'd it laſt Week) a 
Structure of the fineſt Italian Marble and Woikmanfhip 
with the Images of Angels, ſome as large as a Man, and 
others of the Dwarſ-kind, that ſeem yer in their Non- 
Age; but what is the moſt unaccountable (if not ſcan- 
dalous,) is, that this was the very Altur- piece of Ning 
James the IT.
